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Technical and Minor Substantive Corrections:  
Health and Safety Code Section 131052 

Request for Public Comment 

The California Law Revision Commission seeks public comment on its proposal 
to revise Health and Safety Code Section 131052. 

In 2006, the California Public Health Act of 2006 (2006 Cal. Stat. ch. 241) 
transferred the jurisdiction of the then-existing Department of Health Services to two 
newly created entities, the Department of Health Care Services and the Department 
of Public Health.  

A key provision of the act, Health and Safety Code Section 131052, assigns 
responsibility to the Department of Public Health for numerous programs. It 
identifies those programs by cross-referring to statutes that govern them. 

A number of those cross-references are defective. This tentative recommendation 
proposes revisions to correct those defects. The Commission solicits public comment 
on the proposed corrections.
